The majorincreases, not surprisingly, werein sales of crude oil, natural gas, and coal. Although the physical volume 
of sulphur moved again rose sharply, the unit price dropped even more sharply. Coal production doubled, as volume 
shipments to Japan began. 

By year end, American import quotas and the wellhead price of crude oil had been raised, practically ensuring 
even more significant increases in 1971 value of sales. 
MANUFACTURING 

The value of manufacturers shipments, atover $1.9 billion, is more than double the figure of a decade ago. For 
the past five years the values have increased annually by between $100 million and $200 million per year. Despite the 
unsettled state of the nationaleconomy, Alberta outputincreased bynearly 5% in 1970. Increases in value of shipments 
of the Foods and Beverages (up $56 million), the Primary Metals (up $14 million), the Metal Fabricating, (up $7 million), 
the Petroleum Refining, (up $8 million), and the Chemicals Industries (up $5 million), more than offset the small de- 


clines in the other manufacturing industries.

CONSTRUCTION 
Early inthe yearit was estimated that construction volume would reach $1, 708 millionin Alberta, upfrom $1, 605 
million in 1969. The value of building construction was expected to reach $777 million and engineering construction 


$931 million. It is extremely doubtful that building construction met expectations; it is very likely that engineering 


exceeded expectations.

Despite some improvement towards year end the value of permits issued was down by nearly $22 million in the 
cities, and by nearly $13 million in other areas. Of the major cities, Calgary showed a slight increase over 1969; in 
Edmonton the decline was of the order of $42 million. Residentialand commercial building permits issued declined most 
sharply; only institutional and government building volume held up. By year end there were some encouraging indications 
of some improvements in residential building prospects. 

GENERAL 

Retail and wholesale sales only remained close to 1969 volume. The sharp drop in purchases of automobiles 
and of farm implements was the major reason. Other sales dollar volumes increased inline with population growth and 
or price changes. 

While there were more persons unemployed throughout the year, labour income rose both because of a greater 
number employed than in 1969 and because of higher rates of salaries and wages. Cash flows were also maintained 
through higher unemployment insurance and social allowance payments, both of which rose sharply. 

In the Alberta case the rise in the number of unemployed and the general business slowdown was directly attri- 
butable to the cutbackin building construction. Thefederal government's easing of money supplies and other restrictions 
came too late to have any effect on the local conditions during the winter 1970/71, but hopefully will have an effect during 
the 1970 construction season. 

The revaluation which followed the freeing of the dollar to find its own level in international markets resulted in 
cheaper imports and a consequent slowdown in the rate of inflation. The government bought time. However, with no 
effective slowdownin salary and wage rate settlement increases, and with continuing inflationin the countries from which 
Canada imports, prospects are for a resumption of inflation as soon as the initial effects of revaluation have worn off. 
Canadian manufacturers also face the prospect of more severe local competition with the implicit lower tariffs; at the 
same time their exports will face more severe competition in foreign markets. 

For Albertans, 1970 has on the whole been a period of marking time, of holding the line, rather than one of 
surgent optimism and progress. This of course contrasts sharply with the experience of many areas of the continent 


which lost, rather than held, ground. 

Prospects for Albertans in 1971 are somewhat brighter though still uncertain, The agricultural community is 
adjudged to have a brighter outlook with grain sales increasing, with more diversification, and wie livestock prices 
relatively firm. Thereis no doubt that mineral output will increase throughout 1971; until the federal taxation proposals 
have been clarified the industry will be cautious about new investments. The extent to which a resurgence can be ex- 
pected inthe building construction industry depends on clear and massive supportand directionfrom the federal govern - 
ment; there should be no slowdown in 1971 in engineering construction. Substantial increases in manufacturing output 
all along the line also depend to a great extent on improved construction industry performance - - both as market for 


products and as a needed stimulus to general consumer confidence. Forestry output depends not only on local construc- 


tion activity, but more importantly on the American markets - - in which there are indications of more action.
